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Richardson*s Announcement I 
on New Gasoline Tax Bill 


San Francisco Mayor Urges 
Signing Of Highway Bill 


{'■ovprnor Friend W. Richardson 
yesterday announced that he receiv¬ 
ed an opinion from the attorney gen- 
erai in regard to the gas tax biil. The 
attornely general holds that the bill 
woul<l repeal the present two cent gas 
tax and leave all gasoline free from 
tax from July 24th to September 30, 
192.'); that the senate amendments are 
unconstitutional, but If they are held 
valid that all gas money would be 
frozen until January. 1927. 

(lovernor Richardson today said: 

"The attorney general has handed 
me a well ciAisldered and exhaustive 
opinion on the gas tax bill. He is pos¬ 
itive that ‘if the bill is approved, 
there will be a period of approximate¬ 
ly two months during which no tax 
tax will be payable.’ Of the three 
paragraphs adde<I to tlie bill in the 
senate and called by me the 'pork bar¬ 
rel’ amendments, the attorney general 
says ’that they must l)e held to be in¬ 
valid as violative of the constitution¬ 
al provision that an act shall em¬ 
brace but (tne subject.’ but if these 
paragraphs are valid, he says: ’The 
money provided in the 1)111 for re¬ 
construction and new construrtlon 
through the state highway commission 
would not be available for expendi¬ 
ture until January 1927.’ 

"Here is a pretty mess of bungling 
by legislative legal lights who framed 
the bungled bill and wrote the bungled 
pork barrel amendments. If signed, 
the result would be as follows: 

"1. Nine weeks when millions iX 
gallons of gasoline sold would escape 
all tax. 

“2. The loss of more than eight 
millions of dollars of road money to 
the counties and the state. 

"3. The act as written would raise 
no money until .May, 1925, one year 
hence. 

"4. Petrk barrel amendments so 
badly bungled as to be uncoustitution- 


gated in order that some of them be 
saved. 

"This is In reply to your inquiry 
as tc the time when the funds cre¬ 
ated by the above entitled bill would 
be available for expenditure by the 
state highway commission, assuming 
that the last three paragraphs of the 
bill are valid. 

“In the last paragraph of the bill 
it is provided that all expenditures 
made by the commission for recon¬ 
struction shall be in accordance with 
and contingent upon the filing of the 
hiennial budget and the annual sup¬ 
plemental budget required by the 
two paragraphs immediately preced¬ 
ing. and it is hereby made the duty of 
the state board of control to require 
that such expenditures be actually 
made in accordance with such bud¬ 
gets. 

"The first supplemental budget 
woukl be filed in January. 1926. and 
the biennllal budget would Mot be 
filed until January, 1927, the time of 
the next regular se.ssion of the legis¬ 
lature. Therefore, the moneys pro¬ 
vided in the hill for reconstruction 
and new construction through the 
state highway commission would n(X 
be available for expenditure until 
January, 1927." 

Kdltor’s .Note.—We publish this an¬ 
nouncement received yesterday, ow¬ 
ing to the fact that the Ray Shore 
highway is directly involved in the 
matter. 


The rumoir that Governor Richard¬ 
son’s objection to signing the bill 
placing the Bayshore Highway In the 
state program Is baaed on the fact 
that part of the road Is In San Fran¬ 
cisco was answered Monday by a mes¬ 
sage from Mayor James Rolph of San 
Francisco stating that the city will 
pay all costs of the road within city 
boundaries. 

The message was sent to Gohrernor 
Richardson following a conference at 
the San Francisco city hall between 
Mayor Rolph, Harvey M. Toy, chair¬ 
man of the State Highway Commis¬ 
sion, and T. P. Andrews of the San 
Francisco Downtown Association, who 
led the fight at Sacramento for In¬ 
clusion of the Bayshore In the stato 
road building program, as well as for 
the Breed gas tax bill to finance the 
Bayshore and other Important roads. 

The message followed a "tip” which 
came to San Francisco officials on the 
governor’s intention to kill the Bay- 
shore measure. 

The g-ss tax is doomed, but with 
federal aid. which may be enlisted 
next year. It Is hoped to construct 
some part of the highly important 
Bayshore road, according to Chairman 
Toy. 

The pledge of Mayor Rolph Monday 
Is a reiteration of San Francisco’s 
promise made at the time the Bay- 
shore road was first projected. 

San Francisco has already appro¬ 
priated 1500,000 for construction of 
the first unit. Mayor Rolph notified 
Governor Richardson Monday that the 
city contemplates supplying more 
than $1,000,000 to that portion of the 
road from Army Street, San Fran¬ 
cisco, tc; the San Mateo County line. 
The amount is estimated at from 
$1,250,000 to $1,750,000. 

T. P. Andrews, chairman of the leg¬ 
islative committee of the Downtown 
Association and also delegated by the 
Peninsula Federated Chambers of 
Commerce, ts callliig on Governor 
Richardson, it is understood. He will 
urge the governor to sign the bill for 
the Bayshore road, even though the 
Breed bill is killed. 

Political circles and organizations 
devoted to road building were agitated 
Tuesday over the statement of Gov- 
ernos- Richardson, as follows: "No 
new tax raising device will be signed 
unless an overwhelming demand is 
made for it by the people.” He also 
said, according to Sacramento advices 
Tuesday: "All schemes to increase 
taxes will be smothered.” 

By this it is meant that Governor 
Richardson will neglect to sign the 
Breed bill before midnight on next 
Friday, the time limit as fixed by 
law, according to local observers of 
the situation.

compartment on .Southern Pacific 
trains was announced today by J. H. 
R. Parsons, passenger traffic man¬ 
ager. 

Beginning June 20. a passenger 
wishing to have a compartment for in¬ 
dividual use need purchase only one 
and one-half fare tickets, instead of 
two. as required now. The co'st of 
the Pullman ticket fur use of com¬ 
partment is not changed. The reduc¬ 
tion of the fare will be effective on all 
Southern Pacific and its connecting 
line trains carrying compartment 
cars. 


"5. If pork barrel amendments are 
valid, then all gas money would be 
frozen and all work stopped until 
next session of the legislature. 

"6. To permit a referendum of 
this unconstitutional and bungled 
bill would be futile and expensive." 

The Attorney General in his opinion 
to the guverncT says: 

"If approved, the bill would become 
effective not earlier than July 24. 
1925, and not later than July 2S, 1925, 
by reason of section 1 of article IV 
of the stato constitution which pro¬ 
vides. with certain exceptions not 
here applicable, that 

’’ ’.No act passed by the legislature 
shall go into effect until 9o days after 
the final adjournment iX the session 
of the legislature which passed such 
act.’ 

And section 323 of the Political Code 
which declares that ’every statute, un¬ 
less a different time is prescribed 
therein, takes effect on the sixtieth 
day after Its passage.’ 

"The date of the passage of an act 
within the contemplation of that code 
section Is the date of the approval of 
the aid by the Governor. Upon the 
taking effect of the bill, the prtAlsion 
in section 3 of the amended act im¬ 
posing a tax of two cents per gallon 
upon distributors of motor vehicles 
fuel would cease to exist, because sec¬ 
tion 3 of the bill substitutes a tax 
of three cents for the present tax of 
two cents per gallon and priArldes that 
the three cent tax shall not be pay¬ 
able until September 3U. 1925. In 

consequence, it the bill Is approved, 
there will be a period of approxi¬ 
mately two months during which time 
no lux will be payable. 

"If the last three paragraphs of the 
hill dealt exclusively with the state 
highway maintenance fund and the 
state highway construction fund cre¬ 
ated by the bill, it could safely be 
said that they prescribed a logical 
method for the attainment of the end 
desired by the legislature, but they 
are of far greater scope. The prcAl- 
sion for the submission by the State 
Highway Commission of a budget to 
the legislature refers to a budget 
which comprehends proposed expendi¬ 
tures by the commission from any 
and all statutory funds available for 
new construction and recoustructlwi 
and detailed program of all highways 
to be constructed or reconstructed 
without regard to the sources of the 
payments thereof. 

"From this analysis of the last 
three paragraphs of the bill It Is to 
me manifest that they are concerned 
with subject matter not coignate lo 
the field covered by the existing 
statute, that they should have been 
enacted as separate legislation, and 
that they must be held to bo invalid 
as violative of the constitutional pro¬ 
vision that an act embrace but one 
subject. The provision in said para¬ 
graphs are so related and inter-de¬ 
pendent that they cannot be segre-

Injured by an automobile. A. A. 
Bcbaub, Santa Monica, died of a shot¬ 
gun wound. 

The value of saving minutes was 
fully demonstrated in the boring of 
the $17,000,000 tunnel at Florence 
lake. When the job was started in 
1920, It was thought that July of 1926 
would come before the finish was 
reached. In such work It had hereto¬ 
fore been necessary to wait from two 
to three hours after each blast for the 
pit to clear of poisonous gases before 
allowing the men to resume work.

Jll; Governor Richardson’s signature to 
I Senate Bills No. 599 and No. 600 again 
I places California to the forefront in 
I the matter of censtructive motor ve- 
I hide legislation, according to a state¬ 
ment issued today by the California 
Automobile Association summarizing 
changes made by these two amend¬ 
ments to the California vehicle act. 

These changes in the motor vehicle 
code, which will become effective July 
^ 23, ninety days after adjournment of 
the legislature, were suggested by the 
automobile association and other or- 
’ ganizations following a two-year 
study of the practical operation of the 
act passed two years ago. 

Among the more important changes, 
. George E. Sandford. general attorney 
^ of the association, calls special aten- 
. tion to the following: 

All future applicants for operators’ 
or chauffeurs’ licenses. must file a 
e sworn statement setting forth their 
t qualifications to drive and may be 
:, required by the division of motor ve- 
e hides to stand ex.imination to demon¬ 
strate their ability to operate a motor 
vehicle. 

f Power is given to the division of 
1 . motor vehicles to weed out incompe- 

- tent operators by providing for the 
I. revocation of licenses. 

Three convictions within one cal¬ 
endar year on charges of speeding oT 
» reckless driving will automatically re- 
f voke the license of an operator or 

- chauffeur. 

’ Licenses may be refused narcotic 

■ addicts, habitual drunkards and oth- 
^ era who are physically or mentally 

incompetent to exercise reasonable 
and ordinary control over the opera- 
' tion (,'f a motor vehicle, 
j The age limit for chauffeurs is in¬ 
creased from 16 to IS years. 

^ 'I’lie right-of-way rule has been 
, changed to provide that when two ve- 
' hides approach an intersection at ap- 
I proximatcly the same time, the ve¬ 
hicle on the right shall have the right- 
of-way, providing it is traveling at a I 
lawful rate of speed. 

Motor vehicles made before 1920, 

^ already registered, equipped with 
headlights operating from a magneto, 

^ may use such headlights until Sep¬ 
tember 1, 1927, providing the lamps 
, are properly equipped with legal 
’ lenses. 

Box-backed Fords and similar ve¬ 
hicles used only occasionally or In- 
' cidcntally for the transportation of 
I property are exempted from payment 
of extra weight or commercial fees. 

Motorists arrested on g misde¬ 
meanor charge are entitled to five 
) days’ ncAice, as at present, within 
1 which to appear in court, but the offl- 
1 cer, before giving such notice, may re- 
l quire identification of driver by in- 
• spection of the operator’s license or 
I other means of identification. 

I Officers are forbidden to use speed 
traps in making an arrest or securing 
evidence and the courts are declared 
without jurisdiction to convict on 
speed trap evidence. 

The registration period is changed 
I to midnight, December 31, of each 
year and certificates of ownership 
, I need not be renewed annually, but re¬ 
main valid until transfer and cancel- i 
lation by the division of motor ve-1 
hides.
